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FACULTY UPDATE 





Assistant Professor of Music, Chris 
Teeuwsen, and performer Stuart Laughton, 
of the Canadian Brass, are recording a 
Baroque organ and trumpet concert, to be 
aired on CBC Radio (date to be scheduled).

Plans are ready for a new residence 
which is to be built on campus this 
summer. Because of increased 
enrolment and a greater percentage of 
returning students choosing to live on 
campus, the additional housing has 
become necessary for the 1988/89 
academic year. 

The new accommodations will allow 
for 56 additional single students inseven 
townhouse style units. To ensure that 
the residence will be completed by 
August 15th, Dr. Dick Kranendonk, Vice 
President, Administration and Finance, 
said that construction must begin by 
mid-May. He indicated that several 
contractors have been invited to’ 
tender, but the cost of the project will 
not be finalized until all tenders are in. 

“One thing is certain,” added Dr.

Kranendonk, “because of the increase 
in enrolment we're having to build a 
residence sooner than we expected.” 
The need for construction right now, 
he indicated, puts an added demand 
on the bank financing unless the 
placement of mortgage bonds with 
supporters is. accelerated. 


Last year's expectations to build a 
married students’ residence did not 
materialize. “We were able to house 
married couples off campus in rented 
apartments,” said Dr. Kranendonk, “and 
we felt that delaying construction until 
required by an increased number of 
single students was the stewardly thing 
to do.” 

This year married students will 
continue to live off campus.
